Trade.—The Oversea imports during May were valued at £2,897,353 
and show an increase of £1,256,525, or 76°6 per cent., as compared with 
the corresponding month of last year. The total for the eleven months,

per cent., in comparison with the figures for 1914-15. The principal 
articles to show increases were apparel and soft goods, cordage and twines, 
fish, hats and caps, iron and steel, preserved milk, sugar and tea. 


The Oversea exports during May amounted to £2,933,409, being 
an increase of £1,086,701, or 58°8 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding month of last year.

Mineral Produetion.—The value of the minerals—silver, zine concentrates, 
copper, tin, and coal—exported from New South Wales during the first 
quarter of 116 was £1,714,254, a decrease of £41,804 as compared with: 
the corresponding quarter of 1915, due solely to the effects of the war. 
The output from the silver-lead mines exhibits a decrease of £46,128, 
but the exports of copper and tin disclose increases of £101,650 and 
£62,084 in value respectively. Zine concentrates declined in output by 
7,569 tons, although the total exports shows an enhanced value of 
£6,961. The coal exports for the first three months of 1916 show a 
comparative decrease of 317,744 tons and £166,371 in value. 

The gold yield during May was 5,275 oz. crude, equal to 4,461 ov. 
fine, valued at £18,948, and showed a decrease of 6,225 oz. fine, and 
£26,444 in value, compared with May of last year. The value of gold 
produced during the five months was £187,619, and showed a de- 
crease of 19,503 oz. fine, and £82,844 in value, in the figures for the 
corresponding period of last year. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 57) as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in May, 1916, prices were 30-7 per cent. higher than 
in July, 1914, 168 per cent. higher than in May, 1915, and 1-1 
per cent, higher than in April, 1916, 
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Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows priceg in 
May, 1916, 66-4 per cent. higher fea in July, 1914, 219-3 per 
cent. higher than in May, 1915, and 0-4 per cent. higher ‘than in 
April, 1916. There was a slight increase in the price of potatoes, 
butter, cheese, eggs, kerosene, and candles, and a small drop in the price 
of bacon and ham, oatmeal and currants. The following is a statement 
of the price levels since July, 1914, the levels for which were taken as 
base and called 100 :—

Land Selections.—During May, 65 applications were made for 26,952 
acres under the Crown Lands Act; and 91,740 acres, representing 
68 blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement. Since the beginning 
of the year the number of applications has been 499, and the area 
applied for 234,465 acres. The original area gazetted for residentiat 
settlement since the Ist January is 491,566 acres, representing 772 
blocks. 


Meteorology.—The rainfall received in New South Wales during May was 
again extremely poor and light in character. A substantial shortage 
was experienced over large areas, especially in the western division of 
the State for several months, but during May this unwelcome feature 
was peculiar to almost the whole of the eastern districts as well. A 
small area, which included the seaboard of the Hunterrand Manning 
division, and parts of the northern highlands, benefited substantially ; 
the total falls recorded at the various stations generally exceeding 
the average. 


Vital Statistics—Sydney and Suburbs—May, 1916.—The births registered 
numbered 1,774, equal to 27-90 per 1,000 of population ; of the total, 
926 were males and 848 females. The rate is normal. 

The deaths numbered 688, namely, 386 males and 302 females, equal 
to a rate of 10°82 per 1,000 of population. The mortality rate is 2 per 
cent, above the average of the previous five years. The deaths were 
above the average in all age-groups except 5 to 64 years, 

The infantile mortality was 68 per 1,000 births, being 6 per cent, 
above the average for May of the previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
May, 522 new buildings; the total for the five months, Jazuary to 
May, being 2,363,
